ITCH-HAZELS are among the most 
typical undercover shrubs of east- 
ern forests. Great diversification 
in the places where they wild 
offers a good index to their usefulness in 
landscape plantings. The natural range 
of common witch-hazel (Hamamelis vir-

giniana) blankets the Appalachian 
Mountain system from the Province of 
Quebec to Georgia. From the Atlantic

FLower Grower by Charles Doney 

Common witch-hazels are easily col- 
lected from the wild and strong. 
grown plants are available from many 


well- 


nurseries. Seedlings can be raised with 
little trouble, although seeds _ rarely 


germinate before the second spring after 
sowing and rabbits have a fatal liking for 
the small plants. Spring is the best sea- 
son for planting, preferably just as the 
leaves are expanding. Peat or any other 
form of humus mixed with the soil 
around the roots helps plants become 
established. Once they have taken hold, 
growth is rapid and plants require vir- 
tually no attention except such pruning 
as may be required to keep the tops well 
balanced. 

This species is outstanding for 
hardiness, and diseases and insect pests 
are rarely of serious concern. The work 
of two gall-forming aphids occasionally 
becomes noticeable, though it rarely 
pairs the vigor of specimens: One species

makes a gall on the leaves resembling an 
ovoid fruit-structure, the other a conical 
hobnail-like gall. 

The use of witch-hazel decoctions in 
medicinal preparations is said to have 
come from the Oneida Indians. Other 


Iroquois nations used the leaves for tea. 
The shrub was first recorded. apparently, 
in the “Catalogue of Virginia Plants” 
John Banister, the Oxford graduate who 
settled in Virginia in 1678 and worked 
for the spiritual welfare of his neighbors 
as well as to survey the plant novelties 
of the colony. He came to an untimely 
end due to a fall during a plant-hunting 
trip in 1692. 

The colony’s famous botanist. 
Bartram, admired the native witch-hazel 
and in 1736 sent seed or plants to his 
friend Peter Collinson, a London tex- 
tile merchant. The autumn combination, 
unique in a hardy shrub, of golden fad- 
ing leaves, mature fruits and spicy yel- 
low flowers with a rare fragrance en- 
dowed this shrub with great interest for 
eighteenth century gardeners and it )e- 
came a popular novelty. Even among 
the dozens of new and exciting plants 
available in later years, this 
tion of qualities has not been duplicated. 
Many American gardens would be more 
interesting in autumn if the former. ap- 
preciation of this shrub were revived.”

OR MANY Americans returning home 

from across the Atlantic, the sight 

of New York City’s skyscrapers con- 
jures up an unreal world of supermen 
far removed from the world of normal 
folks, the real America. However, we who 
live in this city know those rigid struc- 
tures house hundreds of normal, kind 
people, lots of them happy gardeners who 
helong to garden clubs and raise window 
ledge and desk plants with real know- 
how. 

European visitors prepared for the 
severe rigidity of New York’s skyline are 
amazed to see such luxuriant greenery 
and beautiful houses on the Brooklyn 
shore road along the harbor’s approach.

The club has presented an iris garden 
of 200 varieties to the Brooklyn Botanic 
Garden. Plans for this garden were 
started two years ago and through garden

RECENT letter from a garden club 
officer reads as follows:

11. Try to make the community look 
up to your club as an organization in- 
terested in improving the community and 
not just interested in yourselves. 

12. Try to make the community more 
conscious of civic beautification. 

13. Start garden clubs in poorer sec- 
tions of your town. 

14. Introduce gardening into public 
schools as has been done in Cleveland, 
Ohio, and Detroit, Michigan. This, how- 
ever, will not be easy. 

15. Co-operate with other groups on 
projects. Don’t be afraid some other 
group will get the credit. There’s plenty 
of glory for all.

To the 18th century Virginian. a garden was a barrier 
against the wilderness, a link with the mother country, an 
expression of the social and economic life of the new world. 
Sixty acres of 18th century gardens in the restored colonial 
city of Williamsburg are living witness of this fact. 

Actually, every section of the new world—practically each 
colony—produced a garden type peculiar to its historical 
background and adapted to soil and climate. Characteristic 
of the South was the grand layout with centered mansion, 
balancing outbuildings, formally placed pleasure and kitchen 
gardens, typically English long avenue approach and superb 
vistas of countryside and rivers. These great expanses, as 
well as huge plantation layouts. demanded many laborers. 
Northern farms and gardens, on the other hand, were small 
and compact and required little help. 

The typical Williamsburg house was located directly on 
the street so that all space within the half-acre lot could be 
developed to best advantage. The main street (Duke of 
Gloucester Street) consisted of uniform lots 821% feet wide 
by 264 feet deep, extending through to a rear street. The 
many dependencies of the Virginia plantation were carried 
into the town house layout. The small outbuildings—kitchen, 
dairy, smokehouse and well—formed a definite unit usually 
located in back of the house.

YACINTHS and tulips of all kinds 
H should be planted this month. 

The delightful Scilla hispanica 
(S. campanulata) are also needed to 
round out spring bloom. Use these bulbs 
in groups rather than in straight lines 
and sow the seeds of groundcovers as 
soon as bulbs are put in. 


BACKGROUND PLANTINGS - for 
new homes should be made now. First, 
sketch the layout of your ouse, filling 
in walks and drives, and then draw 
lines for background plantings 3 feet 
from lot lines on all sides. This space 
can be grassy, if you wish, and by using 
centipede grass on your entire lawn, you 
can eliminate the need for a cement or 
clayed driveway. Cars can drive right 
over this hardy grass without harming 
it. Incidentally, before any planting is 
started. cart away all builders’ debris— 
broken bricks, cement scraps, etc. 

TREES are the first item of back- 
ground planting. For shade and fruit, 
pecans are grand, and small trees soon 
bear crops. Stuart and Schley are my 
choice. Schley has larger nuts with 
thinner shells. Two of these trees pro- 
vide ample fruit for any family. 


FLOWERING TREES should be 
freely used along lines of lots large and 
small. Garber and LeConte pears not 
only give fine masses of early spring 
bloom, but in fall supply fruit for the 
family table. The Black Tartarian 
cherry is also excellent. Although late 
to show, the double-flowering cherry 
Kansas is excellent. Flowering crab- 
apples and plums are rare and_ fine. 
Crabapples Malus floribunda and M. 
astrosanguinea are suitable for smaller 
gardens. With them, white and pink 
dogwood, Cornus florida and C. f. rubra, 
are lovely. Their bright fall foliage 
lightens up green spaces well. 

The white fringe tree, Chionanthus 
virginicus, blooms late. If there’s room, 
use it. It grows well high up in the 
mountains as well as down by the sea. 


BROAD-LEAVED EVERGREENS are 


such a large group it’s hard to select 


those best for the small home garden. . 


Avoid ligustrums, for they harbor many 
pests. Hollies are fine and of such 
varying form there’s one for any space. 
They should be used as accents only. 
Chinese holly, Ilex cornuta, grows into 
a tall upright shrub with finely cut 
leaves and large berries. Lower-growing 
Ilex cornuta burfordi is the most pro- 
lific berrier known. The fragrant tea 
olives, Osmanthus fortunei and fragrans, 
also make fine tall accents.

GENUINE 
SEED AND 
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West Coast 
Gardening

Est Coast plant breeders are re- 

sorting more and more to the use 

of the drug colchicine to change 
heredity of known plants so as to pro- 
duce new types. Among garden flowers 
which have been treated are snapdragon, 
marigold, Primula’ sinensis, cosmos, 
lychnis and petunia. Flowers of treated 
plants are often larger with ruffled petals. 
Plants are more vigorous and foliage is 
a glossy dark green. Sometimes fra- 
grance is changed; it is colchicine which 
took the scent from some African and 
French marigolds. 

Colchicine gets its name from Colchi- 
cum autumnale, the meadow saffron or 
autumn crocus, which paints British 
meadows a pale rosy purple in fall. 
Meadow saffron has large tuberous roots, 
and in summer bears huge lance-shaped 
leaves, which disappear by the time the 
crocus-like flowers come. The drug is 
made from the seed and’ root. As col- 
chicine is very poisonous. it’s touchy 
stuff to handle. Sometimes seed to be 
treated is soaked in colchicine. Other 
times colchicine is dropped on tiny seed- 


lings, smeared on shoots or brushed on 
buds. [See photo page 31.—Ep.] 


Southern California 


Twenty-five years ago many species of 
mesembryanthemum were found in 
Southland nurseries. Then began the 
“mesem” slump. “They spread too much, 
their colors clash, sales are too spas- 
modic,” nurserymen said, But the gar- 
dening public, knowing that a “mesem” 
will do a job few other plants can, 
hounded southern California nurserymen 
until now they’re offering more “‘mesems” 
—and good ones, too. Few genera give 
the wide color range or variety of foliage 
mesembryanthemums do. There are 
spreaders and _ nonspreaders, _ large- 
flowered and_ small-flowered varieties. 
All need sun and drainage. 

Camellias will soon be blooming and 
new ones are introduced each year. If 
there’s no room in your garden for them, 
how about growing them in redwood 
tubs or huge pots? This is the month 
that epiphyllum fans are sceuting for 
young plants from rooted cuttings.

Plants and Birds

The bluebird truly merits its name for 
no other bird flashes before our admir- 
ing eyes so much pure brilliant blue. 


Y NOVEMBER most truly migratory 

birds have departed. However, 

many birds undertake a partial mi- 
gration. They travel, often in huge flocks, 
from breeding or roosting grounds on a 
mountain range into valleys and lowlands 
or roam the countryside for several hun- 
dred miles in search of food. 

Among these partial migrators are the 
bluebirds. No North American bird 
better deserves the name, for no other one 
flashes before our admiring eyes so much 
brilliant blue. On back, wings and tail, 
he wears a coat of the purest, richest and 
most gorgeous blue. 

The bluebird is a bird of open coun- 
try with scattered trees. It seems espe- 
cially attracted to orchards, but occurs 
wherever wooded areas have been opened 
up by lumbering. flood. In most 
regions, it be more abundant if 
nest sites were more plentiful. But suita- 
ble sites are scarce and bluebirds now 
have to share them with two aggressive 
rivals from Europe—the starling and the 
English sparrow. It has been repeatedly 
demonstrated that marked increases in 
the bluebird population can be produced 
by community birdhouse campaigns. An 
entrance hole 11% inches in diameter ex- 
cludes starlings. and a location 6 feet 
or less in height English 
sparrows. 

Bluebirds almost always raise at least 
two broods a season or attempt to do so. 
As soon as the birds of the first brood

are on the wing, the male takes charge 
of them, feeds them and teaches them to 
feed themselves while the female gets 
busy with her second nesting. Only a 
few days are needed to build the sec- 
ond nest or to lay the eggs in the old 
renovated nest. By the time the second 
brood is hatched, the well-grown young 
of the first brood are still in the vicinity 
of the nest and 
nestlings. 


assist in feeding the 
When all the young are fully 
grown, the family group keeps more or 
less together in the neighborhood of the 
nesting site until the time 
wander about in fall. 

The food of the bluebird is of special 
interest to the farmer and fruit grower, 
as this very domestic bird nests freely 
about farmsteads and orchards. Almost 
70 per cent of its diet is derived from the 
animal kingdom, chiefly from insects; 
and the balance is vegetable, mainly wild 
fruit such as that of the black-haw. 

The black-haw, Viburnum prunifolium, 
or the southern counterpart, Viburnum 
rufidulum, is a low bushy tree sometimes 
35 feet high. It is often shrubby—espe- 
cially in northern states and southern 
Canada. It develops a wide rounded top 
with many rigid branches and spurlike 
branchlets. Its trunk is often crooked. 

This viburnum mainly inhabits dry 
rocky hillsides and uplands, frequently 
along fence rows and roadsides, where 
seeds have been dropped by birds. Its 
glossy leaves, numerous clusters of white 
flowers and aesthetic fruit have made 
—like all viburnums—very popular for 
ornamental planting in parks and private 
grounds both in this country and Europe.

late autumn. Blue-black, bloomy and 
very sweet, it is eaten occasionally by 
children. Sometimes the drupes grow

ENTILATION, watering and nightly 
protection are the chief concerns 
of the coldframe gardener this 
nonth. As the season advances, day- 
ght hours become fewer. The avail- 
le light is reduced still further when 
it is necessary to cover frames earlier. 

See that all foliage is dry before 
closing frames for the night. Water only 
when necessary: that won't be often. 
Coldframes may have to be closed for 
more than a day during bad weather. 
li moisture from wet soil collects on 
the inside of the glass and drips onto 
the plants. diseases may result. Care- 
fil attention to ventilation and watering 
is necessary. 

Active growth will continue as long 
as you can keep the temperature within 
the frame several degrees above freez- 
ing. Frost won't injure pansies or vio- 
lets. which will stop flowering. Radishes 
and cress stand slight freezing, but 
lettuce is tender. 

In addition to the mats. heating cable 
and other cold-combating devices men- 
tioned last month. added protection can 
be provided by mounding soil. or, better 
still. coal ashes or strawy manure 
against the sides of the coldframe. 

Coldframes can be put to other uses 
in November. Potted hardy bulbs for 
indoor fercing can be buried in the 
celdframe for periods of six -to 12 
weeks. The cold temperature induces 
reoting but keeps tops from growing, 
just as in the garden. Daffodils take six 
to eight weeks to form adequate roots. 
Tulips are more difficult and require at 
least 12 weeks in the frame. Paperwhite 
narcissus, not a hardy bulb, form ade- 
quate roots in four weeks, 

Phlox and Japanese anemones can be 
propagated easily in the coldframe by 
root cuttings. The roots are cut with 
scissors or a very sharp knife into inch- 
long pieces. A half and half mixture 
of sand and soil. raked fine and firmed, 
makes a good propagating medium. 
Cuttings are sown like seed and covered 
with about 4% inch of the mixture. If 
soil is dry, cuttings are lightly

watered before the sash is replaced. 
Otherwise little additional moisture is 
needed. If the interior of the frame 
tan be kept from heavy freezing, the 
cuttings will sprout sooner. Covering 
diring really cold weather will help. 
Ventilate the frame on mild days. Most

HIS fall I spent most of my week- 

ends as a combination gardener, 

ditch-digger, carpenter and mason. 
I built the coldframe I’ve wanted for 
guite a while. The old six-sash, above- 
ground, wooden frame had served well 
for 15 years or more but had to be re- 
placed this year or next. It was larger 
than I really needed, too, and often I'd 
leit things in it longer than was good. 
So the new one’s smaller than the old, 
four-sash instead of six. But it’s a rein- 
forced concrete affair with the bottom 18 
inches below grade, complete with drain- 
aze tile. and built, I think. to outlast 
me. And so although I’ve not been gar- 
dening much in the usual sense, if you’ve 
done this kind of work you'll know I’ve 
had myself a busy time. 

As you well might know, the weeding 
and all the rest of the routine jobs were 
mostly left undone while the frame was 
® progress and the whole place was 
pretty much of a mess. But I'll soon for- 
get this year’s untidy autumn and [’ll 
always think more of the frame because 
I built it myself. It’s like everything 
else that belongs to garden-making: it 
affords the enjoyment of the doing while 
in progress and the satisfaction of the 
having done for a long time after that.

FTER finishing the frame, and with 
more time to think of the plants in 

the garden, I somehow got to thinking 
what seemed like dazzlingly brilliant 
thoughts about plants and plant societies. 
Among them: Why don’t all our plant so- 
cieties affiliate in some democratic 
fashion and so create a “Federation of 
American Plant Societies” or whatever 
it might be called? The act of affiliation 
could be simple enough, the ultimate 
goal needn't be fully specific at the start, 
and there’d be no need for haste in find- 
inz ways the various societies could get 
along with each other and work for the 
geod of all. The problem would be to 
find and persuade the right people to 
handle the job—people who know how 
all kinds of plant lovers think and act 
and how to win their interest, their con- 


fidence and, most important, their sup- 
port. 

To bring about the affiliation of all 
our plant societies would be to form the 
largest organization of its kind in the 
world and eventually. if properly di- 
rected, by far the most important. But 
how to bring it about? 


’m not certain but I think thewsward- 
] ing of more than one first, second or 
third prize in the same class cropped 
up oftener at the garden club flower shows 
I attended this fall than it did last year 
or the year before. If it did. | wonder if 
it was just an accident or if it indicated 
the start of a “trend.” If it was an acci- 
dent, all right. but if there’s a trend of 
that sort under way I’m certainly not 
going to welcome it. 

At different shows this fall I saw two 
firsts and two seconds in the same class, 
two firsts and one second in the same 
class, one first and three seconds, no 
first but two seconds and one third, and 
probably at least a dozen other equally 
irregular combinations. And it was the 
same in both the horticultural specimen 
and the flower arrangement sections. 
To me it didn’t make sense, except that 
it indicated incompetence on the part 
of the judges or the show committees 
or both. 

I can accept a draw by decision in a 
boxing match and I can understand a

deadlocked jury in a court case. but I 
can’t abide any kind of flower show judg- 
ing that accords total equality to several 
entries in the same class. To my way 
of thinking. both the entrants and the 
attendants at flower shows are entitled 
to straightforward expressions of the 
judges’ preferences in all classes and it’s 
up to the show committees to see that 
they get them. ‘

TIPS FOR NORTHERN GARDENERS 


By P. J. McKENNA 


ACK Frost has already put his hoary 


finger upon most gardens in the 
North. By now, summer bulbs and 


roots that would be injured by freezing 
are under Cover, tender plants moved in- 
doors. However, for many outdoor plants, 
frost is beneficial, even necessary. These 
first produce changes in plants 
which prepare them for low winter tem- 
peratures. 

It’s best, of course, when these changes 
come gradually. The danger lies in a 
sudden heavy freeze following mild grow- 
ing weather. When this happens, and it 
very often does in autumn, the soft 
growth not yet hardened shrivels up on 
even the hardiest plants. On roses and 
similar plants, the effect can be disas- 
trous. To insure against this injury, 
forego feeding, cultivating and watering 
plants in late autumn. A couple of weeks 
of dry weather, even without frost, do 
much to harden growth. 

We don’t know too much about the 
mystery of hardiness in plants. We con- 
sider it an indication of how much cold 
or freezing weather a plant can stand 
and still live. Actually, there’s a tre- 
mendous difference in the endurance of 
plants and no clear lines of hardiness 
can be drawn between them. 

Environment makes a difference, too. 
Plants in poor soil or those injured by 
disease or insects are weak and more 
susceptible to winter injury. But, as 
pointed out above, ill-timed feeding and 
watering can weaken even a hardy plant 
and make it tender by stimulating soft 
growth. 

When winter protection is the consid- 
eration, outdoor plants fall into two gen- 
eral divisions: the hardy and near-hardy. 
This excludes all tender plants killed by 
freezing. The endurance of near-hardy 
plants depends upon the region in which 
they’re grown. For example, dogwood, 
which is hardy enough into the Catskill 
Mountains in New York, wouldn’t grow 
in Minnesota. In all regions, regular 


frosts 


shade, ornamental and evergreen trees 
are hardy, as are most flowering shrubs. 
Some perennials—peonies, Oriental pop- 
pies, phlox, many iris and various rock 
garden plants—are hardy several 
regions. Given normal weather condi- 
tions and a covering of snow, these plants 
winter in safety. 

The danger to hardy and non-hardy 
plants in winter is prolonged freezing of 
the soil. 


over 


Evergreens with roots close to 
the surface are in real peril when this 
happens. Roots may be injured or they 
may be unable to supply the foliage with 
moisture. The result is that the top dies 
To keep roots from freezing, the ground 
over them should be covered with leaves, 
straw, hay or similar insulating materia 

The very location of a plant can ex- 
pose it to winter injury. Splitting of 
bark on the southwest sides of trees is a 
common example. A warm afternoon sun 
heats up the bark: the cold night air 
then freezes it. Newly planted trees are 
the first victims, Trunks of trees planted 
in the fall should be wrapped with bur- 
lap or the light-colored paper used by 
arborists. This crinkly waterproof pa- 
per, sometimes 4 inches wide, is wrapped 
about the trunk like a bandage from the 
bottom up to the first branch. This also 
gives protection from drying winds. 

The south side of a house or wall is 
another dangerous spot. Although plants 
are protected from north winds, they are 
exposed to the full south sun. On a 
warm afternoon in winter, the temper- 
ature can reach 60° or more in such a 
location. Imagine what can happen when 
the temperature drops to zero at night. 
Foliage browns, as if scorched; buds are 
crippled or killed. The best protection is 
to keep the temperature from rising by 
shading the plants from the sun. Burlap 
supported by stakes or _ evergreen 
branches pushed into the ground will do 
the job. 

Wind, which dries out plants, causes 
much injury, especially [SEE pace 47] 
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After eight months storage at 50° to 55°, onions sprayed with maleic hydrazide before 
harvest are sound; untreated onions stored under the same conditions have sprouted.

ERE is good news for gardeners 
H who like to grow a year-round 

supply of the nutritious, highly 
productive root crops—beets, carrots, 
onions, potatoes, rutabagas and turnips— 
but who have trouble keeping them firm 
and free of sprouts throughout winter 
storage. 

At Michigan State College, Dr. S. H. 
Wittwer has found that by spraying the 
foliage of root crops just before they 
are harvested with a very dilute solu- 
tion of maleic hydrazide, subsequent 
sprouting and root growth are in- 
hibited. _In addition, shriveling and 
breakdown of these crops are practically 
eliminated for a much longer time than 
the usual storage term—this, even at the 
relatively high storage temperature of 
55°. 

In experiments made with this new 
growth regulator, maleic hydrazide has 
kept onions and potatoes firm and 


Storage 


usable from one fall harvest to the 
next, and longer. Its use, however, is 
restricted to table produce, because 
treated root crops such as onions and 
potatoes will not sprout when replanted 
and are therefore useless for seed pur- 
poses. Maleic hydrazide is used in solu- 
tion with water, usually 2,500 parts per 
million. 

Here are the results of experimental 
preharvest treatment on specific crops: 

Single spray applications to potato 
vines two to six weeks before harvest 
completely prevented sprouting during 
storage. Because of excessive sprouting 
and shriveling, non-treated potatoes in 
the same storage lot were a total loss. 

Onions were sprayed with maleic hy- 
drazide when bulbs had matured and 
tops were green but beginning to fall 
(which is usually one or two weeks be- 
fore bulbs are ready to be -pulled). 
Storage sprouting [See pace 45]

HE greatest returns for the least effort—they can 

be yours if you increase your plants by rooting hard- 

wood cuttings. Of course, not all plants root well dur- 

ing late autumn and winter when plant growth is 
“hard,” but many do. 

Cuttings of plants with persistent foliage root as readily as 
deciduous forms. Such leaf-shedding trees and shrubs as 
honeysuckles, privets, weigelas, multiflora roses, poplars and 
willows are especially easy to root. Among the small fruits, 
currants, gooseberries and grapes generally do well. Some 
of the most popular conifers, including false-cypresses, arbor- 
vitaes, yews and junipers, usually root more readily in late 
autumn or winter. Broad-leaved evergreens, particularly hollies 
in variety, are customarily propagated trom cuttings taken 
in late autumn. 

Growth in all woody plants is basically dependent upon the 
activities of meristematic or actively dividing cells. These cells 
are most abundant in buds, root tips and in the cambial layer 
which divides the bark from the wood. There are, in addition, 
several types of meristematic cells in the inner bark. and some 
of these are very important in root formation. Severance of the 
stem usually stimulates these cells, with subsequent formation 
of roots and healing tissue or callus. Callus usually appears as 
a soft whitish mass at the base of a cutting. Roots may arise 
out of this mass, or they may emerge higher up on the stem. 

Roots behave comparably when cut, except that the corre- 
sponding meristematic tissues then give rise to leafy shoots. 
But both severed shoots and roots are capable of developing 
into complete plants. Propagating success depends mainly 
upon what you do to provide suitable conditions for the cut- 
tings, especially temperature, light and moisture. 

Hardwood cuttings of deciduous plants should be collected 
in late autumn after their leaves have fallen. Strong shoots of 
the current year’s growth should be cut into pieces 6 to 8 inches 
long. Although size varies with the species, it is best to select 
medium to large shoots, discarding the upper few inches of 
growth. Shoots with closely spaced buds usually do better 
than those with buds spaced far apart. 

Cuttings may then be tied in bundles, labeled and stored in 
moist material. (In the milder parts of North America. decidu- 
ous hardwood cuttings may be planted directly in a sheltered 
bed, or in a coldframe, to be field-planted the following spring.) 
Moist sand, sawdust and screened sphagnum moss or peatmoss 
are all satisfactory storage materials. Sand is not as moisture 
retentive as the other materials and its weight makes it some- 
what difficult to handle. Sawdust from green lumber is almost 
ideal but is difficult to obtain in some areas. 

Sphagnum moss, as well as peatmoss, is commonly avail- 
able and should be prepared for use as follows. First. screen 
the required amount through a %-inch mesh screen. Then, 
place half the quantity in a clean burlap bag or other per- 
meable container and soak overnight in [SEE PAGE 47]

After they are labeled, cuttings can be tied in bur 
dles and stored in moist packing material in cold 
frames or buried out-of-doors about a foot deep; or 
they can be planted in a coldframe or sheltered bed. 








In early spring, when stored cuttings have formed 
callus and sometimes small roots, they are planted 
6 inches apart in rows 15-18 inches apart, so that 
only the tips of the cuttings show above the ground.

—qy VERYONE who grows begonias knows their 
Di fascination. Sooner or later, even the be- 
~f ‘  ginner becomes a collector. For almost in- 
j variably, a first acquaintance with the 
handsome foliage of one species or showy 
flowers of another marks the beginning of 
a long and beautiful friendship with the entire begonia 
family. The past 20 years, I’ve pursued such a friendship 
—sometimes on trails around the world—to meet up with 
some of the finest personalities in the entire plant world. 

Begonias have proved their adaptability to window gar- 
dens through generations of good indoor behavior. Whether 
your windows are sunny or shady, you'll find begonias that 
will thrive. The countless species and varieties fall into 
three groups: 





fibrous-rooted, tuberous-rooted and rhizoma- 
tous. Foliage and flowers of the fibrous-rooted. which have 
a central stalk, are extremely variable. This group in- 
cludes many free-flowering forms. The tuberous-rooted 
have come to the fore in recent years with the advent of 
the gorgeous large-blossomed hybrids. Mainly summer- 
flowering. they're not considered house plants. The 
rhizomaious are begonia royalty, for they’re so easy to 
grow. Tolerant even of bad treatment, they more than 
satisfy the house plant lover who has her troubles growing 
plants. They are distinguished by creeping root stock, and 
include both small and large-leaved types. Lovely-leaved 
rex is in this group. 

Among the many fine new begonias being disseminated 
is fibrous-rooted BEGONIA MAZAE, This species is a 1946 
introduction of Thomas MacDougall, who’s explored in

Mexico many years. Of bushy growth a ‘asy culture, 
it’s an appealing house subject. The round leaves. pointed 
at the tip, are a satiny bronze on top and glistening garnet 
beneath. Sinus are white and very pronounced. In mid- 
winter, B. mazae swings graceful sprays of bright pink 
bloom high above the foliage. Allergic to wet feet, it 
requires careful watering, and grows best in partial sun. 
It is propagated from cuttings or seed. 

A beautiful and distinctive cross of B. mazae and 
reichenheimi, one of the star begonias. is Joe HaAypeEn, 
It was produced by the well-known California hybridist 
Rudolph Ziesenhenne. The star-shaped leaves are darker 
than B. mazae, with undersides a rich bronze. In midwinter 
this compact plant is a commotion of color with large 
clusters of pink flowers overtopping the foliage. It is 
propagated by division of rhizomes or by leaves rooted in 
sand and peatmoss. 

“The begonia with the eyelashes.” rhizomatous B 
BOWERI, is another MacDougall discovery. The long maroon 
hairs extend out from the chocolate-speckled leaf edges to 
give it its name. This adorable little miniature. which 
requires little space, deserves a place in every window 
garden. It can be propagated by cuttings from the creep- 
ing stems or mature leaves. Leaves should be cut close 
to the stem, dipped in hormone powder and planted about 
14 inch deep in sand and peat. Water well and keep in 
shaded location. and growth will start in about three 
weeks. When plants have develoned several leaves, they're 
ready to be potted. B. boweri «rows best in partial shade 
and should be kept moderately moist. SEE PAGE 44]

The quickest way to obtain additional blooming-size stock is to ‘ 
divide mature multiple-crown plants. A multiple-crown plant has ie 
more than one crown or “rosette” of leaves—each one a_ potential Seeds are easy to grow in a glass-covered con- 
individual plant. A single-crown plant with only one “rosette” can- tainer. Sow seed on equal parts screened sand 
not be increased in this way. and leafmold which has been barely moistened. 

Before dividing a multiple-crown plant, let the soil dry out a little 
so roots and leaves are easier to handle. Tap the African violet 
gently from its pot and remove some soil from around the crowns 
so you'll be able to see where the crown or stem of each “rosette” 
starts. By pulling these crowns apart at the base. you'll have several 
plants ready for potting. 

Difficult-to-separate crowns may be cut apart with a sharp knife 
or razor blade, retaining as many roots as possible. Divisions without 
roots may also be potted up and will soon develop roots and resume 
growth. Cut ends should be exposed to the air for about an hour to 
dry before potting, but roots are best kept covered so they do 
not dry out. As a precaution against fungus diseases, dust ends with 
sulphur. 

Soil for potting should be light and open. I use equal parts sand. 
peatmoss and screened leafmold. Set each division firmly in soil 
up to the lowest row of leaves. Use a pot which has been provided 
with adequate drainage material. (See “Grow Better African Violets” 
in the Octéber FLower Grower.) Keep the soil of crown cuttings 
on the dry side for a week or ten days until cuts heal.

Grow desert plants 


F you are a house plant enthusiast interested in the infinite 
variety and simple austerity of succulents, you are fortunate, 
indeed. These sturdy individuals are made-to-order {6r 
gardeners with a keen interest in plants but with limitations 

of time, space and budget. The usual arid, overheated winter 
atmosphere in our homes is often better for them than for us. 

Most of the cacti and ether succulents may be raised readily from 
seed without a greenhouse or special structure. And, unlike many 
of our cultivated plants, succulents are as fascinating at the 
seedling stage as when fully mature. Except for moderately close 
attention every few days during the first months after the seeds 
are planted, succulents can endure neglect, if it is the intelligent 
neglect sometimes enforced by vacations and the pressure of other 
duties. Such confining rituals as the daily syringing sometimes 
required by orchids ate strictly taboo. 

The soil mixture for succulents is not complicated and the 
expense of a collection is limited to cost of seeds and containers. 

On the debit side, we must admit that cacti and their allies are 
slow to bloom. Many of them probably will never thus reward you.

And their fiowers. although often beautiful, may be ephemeral. 
This is net a major consideration when they are grown primarily 
for plant form. 

We also grant that it is difficult to display a large collection 
with taste. Some growers “resolve” this difficulty by accumulat- 
ing ceramic monstrosities in which a cleistocactus may serve as 

















the missing tail of a couchant cat or a chamaecereus may sprout 
from the back of a stylized fawn. This has probably prejudiced 
uncounted casual observers against the succulent tribe. Con- 
tainers of simple line are best. Clay flower pots are entirely ade- 
quate and are perhaps even preferable for the period up to the 
first transplanting. 

The investment in seeds may range from a 25-cent packet of 
assorted succulent seeds which will yield a dozen or more species, 
to $2.00 or $3.00 for mixtures carried by specialists. The latter 
may have a potential yield of more than 100 different species. 
These special mixtures are preferable because they enable you 
to select the succulents which particularly appeal to you.

some and exciting house plants. They 
are all available, but you may have to 
shop around a bit to locate them. 

Anthuriums, grown primarily for their 
exotic flowers. include two species with 
such spectacular foliage that the flowers 
are of minor importance. The new one 

Anthurium forgeti, which is very sim- 
ilar to the better-known A. crystallinum 
but is distinguished from it by its oval 
Those of A. crystallinum are 
heart-shaped and may be a lighter color 
when the two plants are grown under the 
same conditions. Both plants have dark 
green velvety leaves. vividly marked with 
iridescent silver veins. The © silver 
sparkles when the plants are displayed 
indoors under artificial light. 

These anthuriums do well in heavily 
shaded locations as the less light they 
receive, the darker the green background 
and the more prominent the silver lines. 
| grew one in a recessed bookcase. where 
there was practically no light at all. Its 
need for light was satisfied by placing 
the plant on a light, but not sunny, win- 
dow sill for one or two days a month. 
Because of their heavy leaf texture, I 
believe these varieties can get along bet- 
ter indoors than those with thinner leaves 
which are grown mainly for flowers and 
need more humidity. 

The newest of the dependable dra- 
caenas is D. deremensis bausei, an at- 
tractive, crisp-looking plant which keeps 
pace with the bold lines of modern in- 
teriors. It differs from the old stand-by,

D. sanderiana, in three distinct ways. 
The leaves of the more compact bausei 
are closer together on the stem than those 
of the more spindly looking sanderiana. 
Bausei’s leaves are twice as large as those 
of a sanderiana of the same height. The 
foliage colors are reversed—on bausei 
the white stripe is down the middle of 
the leaf, the green on the margin. This 
variety was discovered many years ago, 
but is just now making its debut in the 
trade. 

The cast-iron qualities of the sanse- 
vierias or snake plants have merit, but 
not everyone likes their tall stiff appear- 
ance. Several “rosette” varieties of a 
smaller and more graceful design are 
now available. These newcomers are just 
as tough as any of the older kinds. 

The newest is a plant sold as Sanse- 
vierla compacta, a recent sport of the 
tall S. trifasciata laurenti. It looks like 
an open rose with dark green, chartreuse- 
edged petals. This heavy-textured plant 
grows slowly, requires little light and can 
stand almost any sort of abuse. 

On my coffee table. I have a delightful 
plant of delicate size and shape. This 
is Syngonium wendlandi (S. hoffmani), 
a good choice for dish gardens. It is 
similar but superior to the popular and 
closely related  nephthytis, _ tri-leaf 
wonder, because its leaves are broader 
and the markings bolder. The outer 
edges of the leaves. which appear on 
slender green stems, are like rich green 
velvet, the centers silvery gray, and the 
whole surface glows with a silvery sheen. 
Like the anthuriums, this syngonium is 
more glamorous at night when it reflects 
the light. Until it is about 6 inches high, 
the plant is bushy in [SEE PAGE 42]

Home Greenhouse 


By ERNEST CHABOT 


T MAKEs little difference what your 
profession is when it comes to a ca- 
pacity for enjoying greenhouse gar- 

dening. It’s no hindrance, however, if 
that profession just happens to take you 
on periodic expeditions into South Africa 
where some of the world’s best green- 
house material originates. This is an 
advantage Dr. Harold E. Anthony of 
Englewood, New Jersey, curator of mam- 
mals at New York City’s Museum of 
Natural History, has over most of us. 
Trips into the wilds of Nyasaland, Burma 
and South America, together with a life- 
long interest in plants, have given him 
the know-how to no end of fun with 
fascinating plant collections. 

He has cape honeysuckle (Tecomaria 
capensis), a half-climbing vine with 
foliage and clusters of scarlet 
flowers; gazania, a small pot plant liter- 


glossy 


ally covered with yellow, orange or 
scarlet daisies; jasmine, whose white or 


yellow star-shaped flowers send out a de- 


lightful fragrance; Plumbago capensis, 
another semiclimber with blue phloxlike 
blooms; and the glory bower (Cleroden- 
dron thomsonae), which makes a grand 
show with white and crimson blossoms. 

Many splendid bulbous and _ flesh- 
rooted plants, for which South Africa is 
so noted, thrive in his greenhouse. The 
blood lily, Haemanthus katharinae, bears 
gorgeous red spherical blooms. Clivia 
miniata is brilliant with a large cluster 
of orange-yellow trumpets, and cyrtan- 
thus with orange, white or yellow blos- 
soms. The lily of the Nile, agapanthus, 
throws up umbels of blue lilies on long 
stems. Large tubs of crinums (the bulbs 
of tremendous size) produce umbels of 
6 to 12 lily-like trumpets on long stems. 
But I was particularly taken back by the 
fragrant, sparkling white blooms of a 
large Amazon lily, Eucharis grandiflora. 

A noteworthy collection of haworthias, 
crassulas, mesembryanthemums and 
aloes was started from seeds and cuttings 
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collected on trips. However, and pecu- 

rly enough, most of Dr. Anthony’s 
finest greenhouse material comes from 
sources in the United States. Great 
distances and quarantine regulations 
make it difficult to transport plants and 
cuttings. And it is with amusement that 
Dr. Anthony tells how South Africa itself 
features well-known American brands of 
seed in stores in principal cities! 

Only a portion, of course, of his col- 
lections are South African. Dr. Anthony’s 
hobby in growing the unusual takes sev- 
eral directions. In fact, he has perhaps 
the most varied plant assortment of any 
home greenhouse I’ve seen—and all suc- 
‘eed well. Among other things, he likes 
to take a particular plant family and 
explore it. He has grown a number of 
the asclepiadaceae, including the stape- 
lias or carrion flowers with those large, 
srotesque star-shaped blooms of unusual 
color and repulsive odor. Another family 
he’s explored is the apocynaceae, to 
which old-fashioned Nerium oleander be- 
longs. 

Dr. Anthony’s hobby has taken a new 


> twist within the past year, with orchids 
| stepping into the spotlight. 


They need 
be neither troublesome nor expensive, he 
reports. By careful selection of varieties,

a good collection can be built up quite 
reasonably. His phalaenopsis or moth 
orchids and cymbidiums produce lovely 
long-stemmed blooms lasting two to three 
months. The collection also includes a 
few lady’s-slipper orchids (cypripedi- 
ums), some cattleyas and a vanda. Dr. 
Anthony’s favorites are three genera 
from Mexico: laelia, epidendrum and 
oncidium. 

An ingenious and extremely practical 
method of staging (see the illustration 
above) affords maximum use of space in 
Dr. Anthony’s 18 by 25-foot greenhouse.

[From PAGE 35] habit, but later begins 
to climb. 

It’s like meeting old friends when 
Floridians see their favorite bromeliads 
ina New York florist shop. Although the 
bromeliads have already received con- 
siderable publicity, some of these fine 
plants are just now becoming easily 
available. Their natural vaselike ap- 
pearance is graceful and most have un- 
usual coloring. Some hold a considerable 
amount of water in “cups” between the 
leaves, 

One of the best new hybrid bromeliads 
is aechmea Foster’s Favorite, the first 
patented bromeliad. The highly polished 
wine-red leaves make it a marvelous ac- 
cent plant. I am partial to the Neoregelia 
hybrids or painted-fingernail plants, so 


named because the green leaves are 
tipped with scarlet. 
\lso in the bromeliad line is the 


cryptanthus, which looks like a vegeta- 
tive starfish or a squashed bromeliad. 
Cryptanthus bivittatus (C. rosea picta) 
is an old plant of an intense pinkish 


salmon shade lined with light choco- 
late. A brand-new one is called C. 
laeerdae or silver star. The emerald 
green leaves are lined in the center with 
silver and the whole thing is brushed 
with stardust. It glistens all over. This 


is wonderful where you want a low-grow- 
ing plant. 

New cryptanthus plants grow out of 
the top of the parent plant and sit up 
in the middle of it in a perky cluster. 
They may be removed and potted sepa- 
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rately. I understand that improved 
cryptanthus hybrids will be introduced 
soon. 

Another spectacular bromeliad is 
Vriesia carinata Marie. While the afore- 
mentioned are primarily foliage plants, 
this one has not only attractive leaves 
but an exciting blossom that stays fresh 
and pretty for three or four months. The 
plant itself is a cool green. The flower 
spike rises, in the custom of bromeliads, 
from the center vase of the plant like a 
painted feather. It is a_ flat-surfaced 
plume of bright red and yellow bracts, 
which furnish the color. The flowers 
which emerge from them are unimportant. 

Dieffenbachia amoena has been known 
for a long time, but is just now becoming 
available. Its dark green leathery leaves 
have fewer light markings than the more 
popular varieties, but it is reported that 
this one stands more cold. It is a tall 
graceful grower. Rudolph Roehrs_ is 
probably the best variety now available, 
but will soon be rivaled by Roehrs 
superba, a spectacular and highly varie- 
gated plant. Leaves are almost entirely 
white, blotched in the center and edged 
with green. 

There are many new philodendrons on 
the market, and to me, P. pittieri, P. 
friedrichstahli and P. scandens are 
among the most fascinating. 

This just scratches the surface of 
what’s new in house plants. Although 
still newer plants are being produced all 
the time, I predict a bright future for 
each of these ®

HE season of holly, tinsel and 
rainbow-wrapped presents is just 
around the corner.

And for your gardener 
friends what better gift than one of the 
many fine, fresh-off-the-press garden 
books? Your own experience tells you 
that nothing pleases a gardener more— 
outside of actually working in the garden 
than reading about his favorite plants. 

As a reviewer of horticultural books for 
more than 15 years now, I feel that the 
current trend is away from old-fashioned 
general garden books—whether inspira- 
tional or practical in character—and 

sharper focus of special 
gardening, or monographic 
works. This trend, probably a natural 
outgrowth of this age of specialization, 
should make for better gardening by 
providing detailed information on specific 
subjects, rather than a mass of less easily 
digested general information. 

In looking over recent books in the 
field, it is stimulating to see a number of 
real merit—bright stars to light up the 
not-so-brilliant sky of garden literature 
in general.

Gloxinias 


[From pace 37] and a second pair of 
bulbs fastened beneath this deck lights 
the one below. Lights are on from 7 A.M. 
to 10:30 P.M. Over the past five years. 
this system has more than proved itself. 
We've enjoyed a wealth of luxuriant 
gloxinias winter, summer, spring and fall. 

\lthough gloxinias may be propagated 
by tubers, leaves or seeds, propagation by 
seeds is the most fun. You never know 
what’s to come! You’re on a razor’s edge 
of expectancy from planting time until 
the first blooms unfold. Many authorities 
consider February the ideal time to plant 
seeds, but Pve planted them in midsum- 
mer with equally good results. 

Covered plastic dishes make wonder- 
ful seed starters and can be wedged in 
anywhere. Heat an ice pick and prick 
holes in the bottom for drainage and in 
the top for ventilation. Sprinkle crushed 
charcoal in the bottom, then a layer of 
soil, and top with vermiculite. Wet thor- 
oughly with warm water and plant the 
seeds. You can mix these seeds, which 
are fine as dust, with sand and pour into 
a salt shaker for easier and evener plant- 
ing. Do not press seeds into the vermicu- 
lite. Keep covered until germination. 

We seldom water the soil until seed- 
lings are up, for the plastic container acts 
like a miniature greenhouse. 

When seedlings are three weeks to a 
month old (or when they have developed 





a second pair of leaves), shift them into 
2-inch pots. They can be grown to flower- 
ing size right in these pots. However, 
they will bloom more profusely if shifted 
to 4-inch pots when 10 weeks old. 

The soil mixture we use for seedlings 
—and also tubers—is one part each of 
sand. loam, rotted leafmold and manure. 


Most growers propagate their first 
gloxinia from a leaf—culled from a 


friend’s treasured plant or a choice green- 
house variety. Best time to take leaf 
cuttings is late May. However, since we 
have mature plants the year round, we 
take leaf cuttings’ any time. Root the 
leaf “as is” in water, soil, sand or vermic- 
ulite. If the leaf is planted directly in 
soil, sink the stem in firmly, cover with 
a glass and water occasionally. If the 
leaf dies down before a plant appears, 
don’t fear all is lost. On the contrary, 
the leaf has accomplished its mission in 
life—the formation of a new tuber—and 
it’s now time for it to bow out. Just keep 
yourself calm and the soil slightly mois- 
tened and the new plant will soon appear! 

If you’re starting with new tubers, don’t 
be alarmed at their size and reach for 
huge pots to plant them in. Tubers 214 
inches across can be grown to maturity 
in 4-inch pots. 

It’s impossible to lay down a hard-and- 
fast rule for watering, because tempera- 
tures and soils differ. Most house plants, 
including gloxinias, should be watered 
thoroughly from the top until water runs 








freely from the drainage hole—or from 
the bottom until the surface is damp. 
Then it should be allowed to become dry 
to the touch before watering plants again. 

When gloxinias have finished bloom- 
ing, cut off top growth and store pot and 
tuber as is in basement or closet. Sprin- 
kle the soil once a week. Some tubers 
rest three months; others, not at all. 
When new growth appears, remove an 
inch of soil and supplement it with a tea- 
spoonful of bonemeal, and replace. Or 
remove the tuber and repot in fresh soil. 

Inspect plants frequently for thrips 
which can be troublesome. These minute 
insects produce rusty markings on stems 
and glassy, silver-brown spots on leaf 
undersides. If recognized immediately, 
they can be quickly eliminated by dust- 


ing plants with DDT or spraying with 
liquid Vapetone. 
If you're a real gloxinia fancier, that 


once-a-year blooming period rolls around 
all too slowly. In that case, you’d better 
do as done—install fluorescent 
lighting and enjoy the tropical glory of 
gloxinias the entire year.

Begonias 


[From pace 29] FuscoMaAcuLata is an- 
other rhizomatous begonia easy to grow. 
It’s a very old variety, developed in Eng- 
land in 1883 and known for many years 
as Rubellina or Rubella. The olive green 
leaves speckled in chocolate are broad 
with pointed lobes and contrast beauti- 
fully with the greenish white flower 
clusters high above them. The blooms 
last many long winter months. 

Two fine winter-blooming hybrids in 
the thick-stemmed group are Pau 
Bruant and Besste Buxton. The former 
has large glossy green leaves, pointed 
and toothed at the and bears 
panicles of bright pink blooms, which 
last for weeks. Bessie Buxton, named for 
our famous first lady of begonias, is a 
pond-lily leaved type. It produces many 
sprays of light pink flowers. 

\ distinctive group in the fibrous class 
is the hairy-leaved begonia, with many 
excellent hybrids and species. Outstand- 
ing is B. sCHARFFIANA, which looks like 
an antique print. A low compact grower, 
this species has slightly cupped leaves, 
thickly covered with white hairs and 
resembling bronze velvet. Leaf under- 
sides dark red. Flowers occur at 
ends of long, slightly hairy branches, but 
the plant’s beauty lies in its rich foliage. 

There are many excellent trailing be- 
gonias ideal for hanging baskets. Be- 


edges, 


are 
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GONIA LIMMINGHEI is the most beautiful 
in both form and color. Glossy. bright 
green wedge-shaped leaves cover the 
trailing stems. while close clusters of 
coral bloom fire the plant in winter and 
early spring. Partial sun is needed to 
encourage bloom. An old favorite, this 
hybrid was known for many years as B. 
glaucophylla scandens. 

Fragrant-flowered begonias, which are 
few, lend versatility to the begonia col- 
lection. The parent of these in the fi- 
brous class is B. NitmA oporaTa (B. 
odorata alba). The large, slightly 
cupped leaves of this tall variety are a 
glossy bright green. Flowers are pure 
white and occur in large clusters. Their 
sweet fragrance is more pronounced in 
the morning—also when plants are 
grown in direct sunlight. Tea Rosg, a 
hybrid of B. nitida, was produced in 
Oregon by Leslie Woodriff. Growth habit 
is much. like the old-fashioned wax be- 
gonia. The loose clusters of bright pink 
flowers are as fragrant as the name 
implies. 


Felt-leaved B. veNosa also boasts 
fragrance. Ivory spice-scented flowers 


emerge from the top growth. And once 
the plant begins blooming, it may con- 
tinue for three years. The round leaves 
of this Brazilian species are so covered 
with white fuzz they resemble felt. As 
the leaf matures, the curious calax be- 
comes transparent and feels like paper. 


BeEGONIA REX is truly king of the be- 
gonia world, so numerous are the varie- 
ties today derived from the original rex. 
The latter was introduced into England 
from Assam, India, in 1856. Leaves vary 
from silver to rose, dark red and rich 
violet. Shade-loving, rex begonias are 
summer growers, thriving under warm, 
humid conditions. However, several are 
year-round growers and _ excellent in 
north windows. FireErFLUSH is my favor- 
ite, because it holds its leaves well in 
winter. Leaves are green and covered 
with bright red hairs so thickly set they 
look like pieces of velvet plush. White 
flowers hang in small clusters beneath 
the foliage. I’ve found them fragrant as 
violets. 

SpecuLaTa, the grape-leaf begonia, is 
a fine old rex variety. The shallowly 
lobed leaves are gray-green, with lighter 
areas reflecting silver. Flowers are lovely 
in midwinter. White tinged with pink as 
they mature, they contrast beautifully 
with the foliage. 

Any collection would be incomplete 
without the old-fashioned wax begonia, 
B. SEMPERFLORENS, or its hybrids. In 
recent years many fine new doubles have 
been produced. The well-known Logee 
hybrids. originated by the late Ernest 
Kimball Logee, are a group of thimble 
and double-flowered varieties on dark 
carmen foliage. Blooms range from white 
through red, rose and pink.» 
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Afriean Violets 


[From pace 31] Propagation by offset 
takes a little longer to produce a flower- 
ing plant—perhaps four or five months, 
depending upon the size of the offset. 
Actually, an offset (sometimes called a 
sucker or side shoot) is the beginning of 
a new crown. If it’s allowed to develop 
on the plant, a multiple-crown will re- 
sult. Offsets may be broken off carefully 
or cut away with a sharp knife. (See 
illustration page 31.) Here again, sul- 
phur on cut or broken ends will help fend 
off rot. Before potting the offset or plac- 
ing it in water to root, allow it to dry 
first by exposing the cut end to the air. 
Some offsets may already have formed 
small roots. 


Leaf Cuttings 


Perhaps the most popular way of 
propagating African violets is by leaf 
cuttings and almost every fancier has 
his pet method of doing this. Leaves of 
any size or age may be used, although it 
is generally conceded that mature, not 
old, leaves are best. I like to break the 
leaf off at the crown so no stem is left 
behind to start decay. The entire petiole 
may be left on the leaf or it may be cut 
1% to 2 inches from the base of the 
leaf and the end allowed to dry by ex- 
posure to air for about an hour. 

Leaves may be inserted almost to the 
leaf blade in a box of moist sand, vermic- 
ulite or a mixture of equal parts sand 
and leafmold. Holes are made in the 
sand with a pencil. the leaf stem inserted 
and the sand pressed down gently around 
it. The box of sand should be kept moist 
and out of direct sunshine. 

My favorite way of raising leaves is 
in a glass of water, so I can keep an 
X-ray eye on developments. I fill a glass 
with water, cover it with waxed paper 
secured by a rubber band and punch one 
or more holes in the paper. The leaf 
stems are pushed ¢arefully through the 
holes to avoid bruising. Leaves root 
fastest from late February through spring. 
At that time of year, it takes two weeks 
for roots to form and another week for 
leaves to begin—but, remember, some 
varieties are slower than others. 

Leaves may be left in the water until 
the plantlets have produced three or four 
leaves. But if the old leaf starts to de- 
cay, it is best to cut it away and pot up 
the plantlets at once. If you have tried 
this water method without success, check 
these points: Did you let the cut end dry 
before putting the leaf in water? Perhaps 
your tap water is at fault. Try using rain 
water or distilled water. 

Another way to propagate leaves is by 
inserting them in a jar of moist sand, 
screwing the cover on tight and setting 
it in a light but not sunny place to root. 
Success with this method depends on 
getting the sand properly moist—not 
too wet, not too dry. I usually add water 


slowly by the spoonful until the sand is 
barely moist throughout. 

Whichever method is used, small 
plants should eventually appear. Let’s 
assume they have and are ready to pot. 

Usually, several plants develop on each 
leaf. If you prefer single-crown plants, 
separate the little plantlets, making sure 
each one has a few roots attached. Pot 
them up individually in 2-inch pots or 
flats of equal parts sand, peatmoss and 
screened leafmold. (See illustrations 
page 30.) The original leaf may be re- 
placed in water to start more plants. 

If you prefer multiple-crown plants, 
pot the little group at the base of the 
mature leaf without dividing it. The 
mother leaf may be cut off and rerooted 
or left attached until it begins to turn 
yellow and then discarded. 

A pencil is a useful tool in potting up 
these tiny plants. Use it to make a hole 
large enough to spread out the roots. 
Carefully set the plant in the hole and 
fill soil around it, taking care not to 
cover the crown. Water the soil to settle 
it about the roots. A weak solution of 
liquid plant food may be used. 


Colchicine Treatment 


Have you ever tried colchicine on 
African violets? If not, you’re missing a 
fascinating phase of propagation. By 
use of this chemical in either paste or 
liquid form, leaves and flowers of ex- 
tremely large size may develop. Leaf 
cuttings are prepared in the usual way 
and inserted in the rooting medium. In 
about a week the base of the leaf begins 
to swell but roots have not yet formed. 
This is the time to apply colchicine paste. 
Draw the base of the leaf through the 
paste and plant carefully in the usual 
way. Colchicine is poisonous, so care 
should be exercised in its use. 

If liquid colchicine is used, allow roots 
to develop before application. (See illus- 
tration page 31.) The rooted petiole is 
set in soil and the colchicine is applied 
with a medicine dropper at the leaf base, 
before soil is filled in around it. 

When the plantlets develop, success- 
fully treated ones will be distorted at 
first but later they will grow normally. 
Successfully treated plants will be larger 
than the original. (For full details, see 
“African Violets Transformed” in the 
November 1951 FLower Grower.) 


Sowing Seed 


Starting African violets from seed is 
even more fascinating than other methods 
of propagation. There’s more of a mys- 
tery involved. Seedlings may develop 
into entirely “new” plants different from 
either parent. 

For the seed-sowing medium, I use 
equal parts of screened sand and leaf- 
mold. This is placed on a layer of drain- 
age pebbles in a glass container with a 
top which will act as a small greenhouse. 
I like to use a transparent glass hen 


shown in the illustration on page 31. It 
serves as a miniature greenhouse and is 
more decorative than a pyrex baking 
dish, mason jar or clay pot. Any similar 
container may be used successfully. 

Firm the soil slightly and moisten by 
spooning in water until it is barely moist 
throughout. Then spread the seeds as 
evenly as possible over the surface, using 
two fingers, or shaking them from the en- 
velope or a small salt shaker, whichever 
you prefer. Place the glass cover on the 
container and set it in a warm, light place 
for germination. No additional water will 
be needed since the cover prevents evapo- 
ration. 

Seeds usually take ten days to germi- 
nate. Some eager-beaver youngsters may 
pop up a day earlier, and often germina- 
tion is so irregular that sleepy heads may 
lag behind as much as a month. Two- 
week-old seedlings may be transplanted 
—several to + pot. They’re extremely 
difficult to handle at this stage, so if 
you're all thumbs, even though they’re 
green ones, it’s better to delay until seed- 
lings are a little larger. If they become 
too crowded they'll be spindly, so do your 
transplanting as soon as you can. You'll 
find a fork, pencil or plant label help- 
ful in transferring such minute plants. 

It will be at least eight months before 
seedlings bloom. When they do, look at 
them with an extremely critical eye. Of 
course, you'll love every one. But they 
won't all be beauties. Most of them 
won't be as good as the named hybrid 
varieties on the market. And there’s only 
a slim chance that one might be better 
and, therefore, worth introducing. But 
you'll certainly have had fun growing 
them! 





Root Crop Storage 


[From Pace 25] was elminated com- 
pletely, regardless of temperature, and 
treated onion bulbs remained firm 
many months longer than non-treated 
bulbs. During two years of study, no 
effect from the spray was observed on 
flavor, color, odor or general appearance 
of the onions. 

Effective control of sprouting at high 
storage temperature was achieved with 
carrots, beets, parsnips. rutabagas and 
turnips by spraying one to three weeks 
before harvest. Duration of dormancy 
was similar to that in onions, potatoes 
and sugar beets. 

Studies with animals which have fed 
upon treated crops indicate that maleic 
hydrazide is a relatively harmless chemi- 
cal. Treating crops through their folli- 
age has the advantage of affecting only 
indirectly that part of the crop used for 
food. 

Maleic hydrazide as a growth inhibi- 
tor in root crops is still in the experi- 
mental stage, but it is hoped that a 
product containing the chemical will 
soon be available to gardeners. 
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Desert Plants 


[From PAGE 33] which they cannot iden- 
tify. These individuals may prefer to 
buy named packets of succulent seed. 
This is at best a dubious practice, how- 
ever, collectors seldom want 
more than one or two plants of a given 
species. Often it is possible to identify 
young plants from a seed mixture through 
reference books. For those whose in- 
clinations lie along the lines of nomen- 
clature, this provides an added interest 
to the cultivation of succulents. 

In choosing seed mixtures, I would 
suggest a good general mixture of cacti 
and other succulents; a mixture of minia- 
ture cacti, which are among the most 
likely to flower; and a mixture of the 
so-called “living rocks” or stonefaces 
(lithops), from the African deserts. 
Cacti, of course, are strictly plants of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Lithops are particular favorites of 
mine. The entire above-ground portion 
of these unusual stoneface plants con- 
sists of two fat leaves fused together for 
most of their height to resemble a child’s 
toy top. The summit of the plant is 
usually rather flat, with a transverse 
eroove marking the separation of the 
highly modified leaves. Ordinarily of a 
color other than green, these plants are 
decorated on their flattened surfaces with 
an incised pattern in a contrasting darker 
shade. Gray, rust. fawn. tan, red, violet 
and smoky pink predominate. 

The stoneface plant seldom exceeds 
1% inches in height at maturity, at 
which time a daisy-like flower, usually 
white or yellow, may appear in the fis- 
sure between the leaves. In its native 


because 


habitat in the high deserts of southwest- 
ern Africa, the tops of the two leaves are 
often the only parts of the plant exposed. 

The planting soil for succulent seeds 
should consist of equal parts of leaf- 
mold or peatmoss, sharp sand and loam. 
The top inch should be sifted through 
a piece of window screen or comparable 
sieve. Seeds should be sown thinly (44 
inch apart for fine seeds and ¥% inch 
apart for larger ones) and barely covered 
with soil. Covering soil should be pressed 
down lightly and allowed to become 
saturated by placing the container in a 
saucer of water. Then, the seed pan 
should be covered with a piece of glass 
and placed in a warm situation, such as 
a closet by a chimney. If such a spot is 
not available, a light bulb in a reflector 
can be adjusted above the glass to give 
the proper amount of heat. The tempera- 
ture may range between 75° and 85°. 
The soil should be kept constantly moist 
by replenishing the water in the saucer. 

Germination of the more precocious 
species may begin in ten days and may 
extend to several months for the slower 
ones. Speed of germination will depend 
in part upon freshness of seed. 

Light should be provided as soon as 
the plants appear and air should be 
admitted by propping up the glass 
slightly on one side. If the plants are 
started from seed in winter, they can be 
kept in active growth until late fall. 
The amount of water should then be re- 
duced until about the middle of March, 
at least in northern states, as the short, 
frequently cloudy days of winter favor 
the development of rot if too much 
moisture is present. 

In any case, many of the plants should 


be transplanted by this time. Time of 
transplanting will be governed by speed 
of growth and extent of crowding. Most 
authorities recommend that roots be 
trimmed back and plants left out of the 
soil for a few days to callus before re- 
planting. The containers should have a 
layer of small stones or broken crock in 
the bottom for drainage. The soil mix- 
ture should be a light loam with a little 


leafmold and a generous amount of 
coarse sand. A bit of old plaster or 
crushed eggshell will prevent undue 


acidity. After transplanting, it is better 
to err on the side of too little water than 
too much, and a fast-draining soil is 
likely to make the latter error less se- 
rious. 

Speed of growth depends upon the 
species. Some globular cacti may be no 
more than 1% inch in diameter ‘at the 
end of the first year, while others may 
be several inches high. After the first 
transplanting. small amounts of ferti- 
lizer may be used if care is taken to keep 
it away from the plant itself. A complete 
fertilizer or one specially compounded by 
cactus specialists will be satisfactory. 
Plant food should be applied only dur- 
ing the season of active growth. Desert 
soils in which cacti are found are some- 
times quite high in soluble salts and 
these plants will not make satisfactory 
progress in poor soil. 

These instructions are necessarily very 
general. Based on their particular native 
environments. succulents have varying 
preferences in amount of water and light. 
They also differ in natural season of 
dormancy, depending upon whether they 
are native to the Northern or Southern 
Hemisphere.» 





Trip to England 


[From pace 23] duties and income tax, 
if he turned it over to the Trust with a 
maintenance endowment and opened it 
to the public on certain days. By this 
means some of the stately homes and 
magnificent gardens remain. though not 
always intact. 

Most of the gardens are run down be- 
cause of lack of funds to pay even the 
reduced staff of helpers. The hedges are 
kept clipped and the lawns mowed but 
many a choice plant has vanished and 
its place taken by some husky volunteer 
such as Campanula  pyramidali_ or 
C. lactiflora. 

In walls and in rock gardens such 
bouncing hearties as cerastiums. aubrie- 
tas, iberis and alyssums remain to billow 
over stones, and self-sown meconopsis, 
blue as an Arizona sky, edge the woods. 

Inside the walled flower, fruit and 
vegetable gardens, the espaliers are kept 
anchored to their walls though not as 
trimly as they used to be. On or near the 
lawns, beloved objects of topiary retain 
their well kept look. The peacocks’ tails

are spread, the cocks’ combs erect and 
the hens. cats and owls, the teacups, tea- 
pots and other crockery are still recog- 
nizable. For the British are a secateur- 
happy people. 

Much of England’s rural charm arises 
from details. Different schools of thought 
are expressed as to the decorations of 
thatched roofs or the shape of the hay- 
stack or just what forms the peepholes in 
the hedge should take. Every wall is 
decorated by vegetation of some sort. 
growing there by itself, or placed there 
for effect. Mosses and sedums embellish 
colorful slate roofs already elegant with 
the mellowness of age. 

Each cottage has its name, usually a 
name that has come down several hun- 
dreds of years. Every inch of ground 
around the cottage is crowded with 
plants. Now that laborers have shorter 
working hours. there is more time in 
which to trim the topiary turkey beside 
the front door and to weed the red peren- 
nial poppies and Queen Anne’s lace, 
beloved of cottage women, below the full- 
flowered elder. Often a woodruff (ar- 
temisia) grows each side of the door. 
It is in cottage gardens that one finds 


old sweet-smelling pinks. One which 
filled me with envy was white. very 
double and with splashes of green in the 
center of the flower. 

Late in the summer. I became enamored 
of the many different eucryphias. These 
small trees with satiny white flowers 
something like St. John’s wort are no- 
where common in the United States 
though they are grown sparingly in the 
northwest and rarely in California. 

In late autumn. chrysanthemums and 
gay annuals were still brightening rain- 
beaten vegetable-allotment gardens. In 
hedges. foxgloves which had been bloom- 
ing all summer dangled bells at the tops 
of tall stems. In wet fields. meadow 
saffron was putting on its leafless lilac- 
color colchicum show and the white- 
centered fireweed—codlins-and-cream to 
the British—that edged the ditches 
glowed with color. though seed, look- 
ing like wet fluffs of cat fur, was already 
flying. 

Truly. we can learn much to help us 
in our own gardens when we travel. We 
must but keep our eyes and ears open 
and take notes of what we see and hear 
to try out when we come back home.”

From pAcE 24] in the late winter. 
This damage is high, even in regions 
vhere the temperature rarely goes below 
vero. Winter winds generally come from 
the northeast or northwest. A slope or 
terrace, the corner of the house or an 
open area exposed to these directions are 
perilous places for any but the toughest 
plants. A windbreak is the best solu- 
tion: tall shrubs or low trees, a hedge or 
even a fence. They would not interfere 
with air circulation in summer because 
prevailing winds then are from the south. 

Garden are near-hardy plants. 
But how they differ in hardiness! Hybrid 
teas are the most tender—although even 
many of these are quite hardy. You can 
increase the hardiness of some hybrid 
tea varieties by not pruning them too 
low in spring, keeping several stems a

foot or so tall through two winters, and 
covering them to prevent cold injury. 


Except in very mild sections, roses are 


generally mounded with soil, coal ashes 
or a mixture of both. Where winters are 
severe, hay, straw or leaves are added to 
this covering. 

This is the middle of the bulb plant- 
ing season. When it comes to planting 
depths, you can be fooled unless you are 
experienced, or measure the depth. 
Bulbs thought to be down 6 inches are 
often only 4 inches deep. After a few 
freezings and thawings, they are pushed 
up to the surface. Your soil should be 
your guide to planting depth. In a light 
soil tulips can go down 8 inches; in a 
heavy clay 6 inches, and 5 inches is 
better. In a nice loam, the regular 6-inch 
depth will do. The usual planting depth 
for the more heavy daffodil bulbs 
is 8 inches. Daffodils planted late will 
flower late the first year. But tulips 
planted as late as January will still 
flower on time. Buy top-size bulbs. Al- 
though you can pick up small bulbs 
cheaply, they’re no bargain at any price; 
most of them won't flower»

(FROM PAGE 26] water. Pull out the 
bag and let it drain and dry for 24 hours. 
Finally, mix the dry and wet moss to- 
vether and place in a covered container 
for another 24 hours. This process may 
seem unnecessarily elaborate, but it will 
result in a storage material neither too 
wet nor too dry. 

Good are wooden 
hoxes lined with waxed paper. aluminum 
foil or a suitable plastic film. The 
bundles of cuttings may be stood erect 
or placed on their sides. In storing small 
quantities, the volume of packing mate- 
rial per bundle should about equal the 
size of the bundle. Be sure to put 2 or 
more inches of packing both under the 
bundles and around the sides and ends, 
since moisture greatest in these 
The box should be well covered at 
the top.

Plastic film bags, such as those used 
for long-term storage of frozen foods, 
make excellent containers for storing 
bundled cuttings separately by varieties. 

Once the cuttings have been packed, 
the boxes (or bags) may be kept at about 

for two or three weeks. Although not 
absolutely necessary. such a period favors 
the development of roots and callus on 
many species. At temperatures above 
70°, it is more difficult to prevent plants 
from drying out and molding. 

\fter the high temperature period, the 


boxes (or bags) of cuttings should 
be stored. at 35° to 40° until spring. 
Boxes may be kept in a cold room, 
cold cellar or buried out-of-doors 


in a sheltered. well-drained location. If 
buried out-of-doors. they should be cov- 
ered with at least a foot of soil, and then 
heavily mulched with leaves or compar- 
able material. 

Deciduous cuttings fall-planted in cold- 
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frames or sheltered beds should be 
shaded with coarse burlap. cheesecloth, 
slatted lath shades or comparable mate- 
rials, for bright sunlight—even in winter 
—can be injurious. 

No matter how they are stored, cut- 
tings should be planted deeply in early 
spring. Only about 1 2 inches should 


appear above ground. A spacing of 6 
inches in the row and 15 to 18 inches 
between rows is satisfactory for most 
plants. 


Cuttings of plants with persistent folli- 
age, including yews, junipers. arborvitaes 
and hollies, usually root well when col- 
lected and planted in late autumn or 
early spring. Unlike deciduous cuttings, 


they require some light and should be 
planted in protected coldframes. where 
they can be shaded and watered. Such 


species also may be planted in flowerpots, 
tin cans or small boxes and rooted in- 
doors during winter. Equal portions of 
sand and peatmoss make an excellent 
rooting medium. Cuttings grown indoors 
should be placed in a sunny window dur- 
ing the darkest months and either shaded 
with cheesecloth or moved to a north 
window during late winter and early 
spring. Cuttings which come into growth 
indoors must be handled like tender an- 
nuals. 

Plants with persistent foliage, espe- 
cially hollies, are likely to respond well 
to treatment with hormone powders, 
which may be purchased from most seed 
stores. One of the best ways to use these 
powders is to sprinkle a light coating on 
a piece of paper. Cut 
of cuttings should be moistened and 
pressed lightly into the powder. Excess 
moisture can be prevented if the cuts are 
moistened by pressing them against a 
sponge partly immersed in water. Hor- 
mone powders are of doubtful value on 
hardwood deciduous cuttings.»
